It" got its rather 
unusual title from the fact that one of 
the trees bore'Strange hieroglyphics of. 
an extinct race. The small village, is 
surrounded by -many mounds of re- 
markable snakelike contour.

He wrapped 
it up in a handkerchief and threw it 
into his traveling chest. There it lay 
for two years. Scientists claimed that 
there were ample proofs that the body 
and the corn had been interred at least 
2,000 years and probably as long as 
3,000 years. 


Wagg-y caine across the seeds last 


spring and planted them in.his garden. 
He was surprised when tiny blades shot 
up through the ground. The corn grew 
niarvelously fast, andasitdeveloped.it 
"threw out new mysteries almost daily, 
until to-day the stalks are ten.to twelve 
feet in height and are somewhat on the 
order of a tree,beingas thick asaman's 
wrist at the ground.

WOLCOTT GOES TO FRANCE. 


Senator Woloott of Colorado has left 


England and gone to France. It is 
said tbat be hopes to be able to induce 
the French Qorernment to agree to 
new proposals for an international 
monetary conference. His mission to 
England was an utter failure and he 
dislikes to return to the United States 
without having accomplished anything 
whatever 
toward prevailing 
npon 


European Powers to agree to an inter- 
national conference. 


If Senator Wolcott is sincere in his 


advocacy of bimetallism he should re- 
turn home, join the silver forces, work 
for the election of silver men to Con- 
gress iu 1898, and the election of W. J. 
Bryan to the Presidency in 1900. He 
can accomplish much more in that way 
for silver than by importuning the 
money lenders of Europe, who are 
profiting by the gold standard.to forego 
their advantage and advocate a finan- 
cial measure that will make their 
millions less valuable. 


Senator Wolcott evidently believes 


that the restoration of silver to its 
historic plaue as a money metal would 
result beneficially to the United States, 
To suspect that he does otherwise 
would be to place him in the same cate- 
gory as Benedict Arnold or JaJas 
Israriot. Why, thea, does he not re- 
turn to the United States and battle 
with the goldbugs in his own country ? 
If he should raise hia voice in the Seu- 
ate or on the stump in favor of free 
coinage and show the people bow 
European nations are making money at 
our expense his words could not fail to 
have a good effect on the masses of the 
Republican party, who, though suffer- 
ing from the effects of the single gold 
standard as much as their bimetallic 
neighbors, still cling to the party be 
cause of its traditions 


The Senator should retuin at once 


and endeavor to prevail upon the Ad- 
ministration, whom he supported, to 
do what he is said to 
be urging 


European Powers to give us permis- 
sion to do, that is to open the mints to 
silver. 


CHAIRMAN Qoiao, of the New York 


Republican Committee, claims that 
Low is losing strength daily and that 
Tracy will have 40,000 majority over 
Van Wyok for Mayor of Greater New 
York.

The warm wave will cross the west of 


the Rockies country abnnt Nov. Alb, 
great central valleys the Gib, Eastern 
States" Nov. Stb. The cool wave will 
cross the west of the BoeUies country 
about Nov. 7tb, great central valleys 
9th, eastern States the lltb. 
"~ 


For the week ending Nov. 5th the 


temperature for the Northern States 
will average about normal, beginning 
with low and ending with high temper- 
atures. For the same week the tem- 
perature of the Southern States will 
average above normal. 


For the week ending Nov. 6th dry 


weather will prevail in the Northern 
States and heavy rains in the Southern 
States. 


A cold wave will enter the upper 


Missouri valley about November 4th 
and will pass into the Southern States, 
causing frosts in the cotton belt. The 
temperature will go lower at Memphis 
than at Chicago. 


The third storm wave of November 


will reach the Pacific coast about the 
10th, cross the west of the Rockies 
country by close of lltb, great central 
valleys 12th to 14th, the eastern states 
the 15th. 


Warm wave of this storm wave will 


cross the west of the Rockies about the 
lOtb, great central valleys the 12th, 
eastern states the 14th 
Cool wave will 


cross the west of Rockies country 
about 13th, great central valleys 15th, 
eastein states 17th. 


November will be a cold mouth east 


of the Rockies, warm on the Pacific 
slope. In the lowei Mississippi valley, 
the Southern States east of the Miss- 
issippi and in the New England States 
temperature of the month will average 
about normal. In the Ohio valley, 
about the Great Lakes, in the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys, in 
western Texas and the arid countries 
east of tbe Rookies the temperature 
will average below normal. 


Rainfall of November will be below 


normal in the Northern States, about 
normal in tho Southern States and on 
the Pacific slope. Least rain will occur 
in tbe New England States and in tbe 
country inclosed by a line running 
from St. Louis by way of St. Paul, Du- 
luth, Lansing, Columbus, Portsmouth. 
Cincinnati and back to St. Louis. 


In the Southern States the temper- 


ature will reach its highest point not 
many days from November 4th and 
then fall to its lowest point about the 
17th. 
Near the 21st and 22d the tern 


perature will reach another high 
average and then go down till abonl 
December 4th or 5th. 


In the Northern States the average 


temperature will rapidly rise from 
November 1st to 7th. Cold wave from 
8th to 12th, followed by rising temper 
ature.

If so, it would be saying 
to the taxpayers, though your property 
is overvalued, and though you have 
been wronged by the State, if you seek 
redress in the courts, and prevail, the 
law will Impose on you such penalties 
that you had better suffer the wrong 
than to apply to tho courts for a 
remedy." 


The answer to the ubove is, that the 


question, "Was the property assessed 
for more than its cash value ?" was not 
the only question to bo determined by 
the jury and oourtj but the question to 
be determine,: •.•:••: ;'-VUnh was the 
cash value of the pio^-.'i.) ... i_;-j litne 
of its assessment for the year 1895? 
Had the defendant in its answer on the 
question of value simply alleged that 
its property waj overvalacJ,! am of 
tho opinion that the court would have 
properly disregarded the answer as be- 
ing frivolous. The plaintiff claimed 
that the property in question was of 
the value of $254,321.. The defaudant 
alleged by its answer that the valie 
was only $131,801), and this value it 
undertook to maintain by evidence at 
the trial, and upon this thenry of ths 
value its defense to the action rested, 
The jury founil that tho value was 
$212,000, being $80,200 more than the 
value alleged by the defendant and 
upon which its defense was based. I 
am inclined to the opinion th;it it can- 
not be fairly claimed that ou tbo ques 
tion of value " ths jury found for the 
defendant. 


As to destroying the law by adding 


the penalties *,o the judgment, I agree 
that sauh is not the intent of this court 
but to sustain the law by letting the 
penalties remain as imposed by tbe 
law, and iu so doing it is not said to 
the taxpayer, "Though your property 
aas beec overruled HUCJ tliouyU yoa 
tiave been wronged by liia State, etc.
